TIME OF SHIPMENT 


Shipment of Bearded Iris rhizomes starts about July 15 and continues into early 
September. Spuria and Japanese Iris will be shipped in September. 

Bulbs — Dutch Iris and Daffodils will be shipped in September. 

Hardy Plants will go forward at proper planting time for your locality. 

Bulbs and Plants are packaged separately, and sometimes will be delivered sev- 
eral weeks apart because they do not mature at the same time and are transplanted 


at widely differing periods. 


EARLY ORDERS 


As orders are filled in rotation, the 
earlier orders receive our first atten- 
tion. Some of the newer varieties are 
in limited supply and may be sold out 
as the season advances. It pays you and 
will help us give best service when you 
place your order early. 


We Do Not Dig Flowering Plants 

Like most Iris growers and plant 
specialists we only dig and deliver 
plants during their dormant or resting 
period. Usually, we start digging about 
one month after the blooming period, 
weather permitting. 


What is a Rhizome ? 


A rhizome is not a root, but a sort of 
fleshy stem or root-stock that develops 
at ground level and sends roots down 
into the soil and grows an upright fan 
of leaves at one end. 


Rhizomes vary in size, depending 
some on parentage and other growth 
factors. Size of a rhizome is no guaran- 
tee of outstanding stamina or ability to 
grow into a satisfactory plant. Hardi- 
ness is most important and we believe 
the plants we offer have proved their 
hardiness and “growability” by matur- 
ing in our strenuous Ohio climate. 


Your continued interest and patronage is appreciated. Thanks 
to every one of you. There seems to be an ever growing interest 
in home gardening everywhere. So many new homes built in 
recent years; the daylight saving program with longer evenings 
to spend in our yards; these and other factors combine to produce 
a Bot ae awareness of all types of garden and landscape ma- 
terial.

April through August and into September. 
These plants are grown for us by leading Lake County Nurseries and have been 
selected for their dependable performance in this area. 


GARDEN LOCATION 


Our gardens are located in the center of Mayfield Village on Wilson Mills Road, 
about 15 miles from Cleveland’s Public Square. From there follow U. S. Route 322 
(Mayfield Road) to State Route 91 (SOM Center Road). Go north about 1% miles 
to Wilson Mills Road, then east about 200 feet. 


The Garden mail address is 6690 Wilson Mills Road, Gates Mills, Ohio. There 
is no Post Office in Mayfield Village. 


During season of bloom Mr. Evans will be at the gardens every week day from 
1:00 P.M. to 8:00 P.M. and on Sundays from 2:30 P.M. to 8:00 P.M. At other times 
his schedule will be daily, except Sundays, from 1:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. His home 
and business phone is REdwood 1-2335 and is listed in the Cleveland phone book. 
Mr. Evans lives in Euclid, some 10 miles away, but will be pleased to meet you at 
your convenience if you will phone him. 


COME AND SEE 


You and your friends are most cordially invited to visit our display gardens at 
any time, and particularly at blooming season. The Miniture Dwarf Iris usually 
start to bloom during the last week of April, and are followed by the different 
Medians in early May, with Tall Bearded last of May and on until about June 20th. 
The Spurias (Butterfly Iris) usually bloom along with the Tall Bearded and the 
Japanese (Iris Kaempferi) carry on into early July. 


You have to see these flowers in bloom to gain a full appreciation of their beauty 
and loveliness. 


PLANT A GARDEN PICTURE 


Massed Color Produces Stunning Effects. You can paint lovely pictures with 
Iris and at a cost to suit your pocketbook. The beauty and color contrast of estab- 
lished Iris plants in full bloom is amazing. Once planted, they will grow and increase 
in your garden, becoming more gorgeous each season. For best results — mass 
your color planting groups of one variety together. 


Whatever you wish to develop — a simple perennial border, or a complete 
landscaping of the home grounds, — prepare a plan. Arrange your material as 
you expect it to appear when full grown. Do not crowd. Your plants need room 
to breathe. Figure on groups of three or six rhizomes of each variety spaced eight 
to twelve inches apart and arranged in the form of triangles, and be sure they all 
point in the same direction. In this way you avoid open spaces in your color pat- 
tern and each group becomes a unit of design. 


By the second year you should have abundant color in each unit. Mix your 
colors well and be sure to have plenty of cream, yellow, pink and light blends to 
warm up your picture. Now add a few white, blue, red and brown for desirable con- 
trasts and there you have it. Always remember, the ratio of the lighter colors 
should be about three to one of the darker shades for pleasing results.
